Rails of.the Florida East Coast rail- 
road have reached the north bank of 
St, Lucie canal, a reporter for The Evy 
erglades, News was told Sunday.

' EVERGLADES EXPERIMENT STATION 


By ‘Wilmon Newell; Director 

"The Everglades Experiment Station 
at Belle Glade is one of the three 
branch experiment stations of the 
Agricultura] Experiment Station of the 
University of Florida. In reality, the 
branch stations are not separate insti- 
tutions but are part and parcel of the 
experiment station system of the Uni- 
versity. This system consists of four 
experiment stations, the main station 
at Gainesville, the tobacco experiment 
station at. Quincey, the citrus experi- 
ment’ station at Lake Alfred and the 
Everglades station at Belle Glade, The 
Belle Glade stations is the youngest of 
all of these stations. Its establishment 
was authorized by an act of the Legis- 
lature of 1921 but, owing to suscepti- 
bility of the land to overflow, lack of 
roads and other contingencies, agricul- 
tural work could ríot actually, be com- 
menced at the Everglades station prior 
to December of last year, 

During the spring and summer of 
1923, two buildings were efected on the 
grounds under direction of Mr. F, C. 
Elliot, chief, drainage engineer, Main.

ditches have also been dug and other 
work was done under Mr. Elliot's 
direction during 1922 and "23 im pre- 
paration for active work at the station. 

One of the buildings is residence or 
home for the foreman of the station, 
that is, a two-story frame building, 
well ` constructed. Another building, 
also of two-story frame construction, 
is intended for office and laboratory 
purposes, as well as haviog slecping 
quarters for members of the experi- 
ment station staff, experts of the ‘Unit- 
ed States Department of Agriculture 
and others who have occasion from 
time to time to visit the Everglades 
station in connection with the work 
there, 

In addition to the above, there . has 
been erected during the past winter a 
garage and an implement barn, the lat- 
ter inclading carpenter shop and a rat- 
proof and insect proof storage room 
for seeds; three small shanties have 
also been. put up fdr the accommoda- 
tion of laborers. 

The station is equipped with a small 
electric light outfit, 
and sewage system abd water although 
supplied"

from the remaining portion. It may be 
remarked at this point\that the saw 
grass is not removed without consider- 
able labor and difficulty. 

The first experiments undertaken at 
the Everglades station have been with 
grass and forage crops, a part of the 
area having been accurately laid off in 
plots of different sizes, for these tests. 
Up to the present time there has been 
planted at the Everglades Experiment 
Station “altogether 154 varieties of 
grasses ayd forage crops. These are 
divided as follows : 

Soy beans, 4 varieties se Sorghum,. 10 
varieties; Peanuts, ‘YO varieties; Var- 
ious legumes, 17 varieties; Grasses, 59

Oats, 3 varieties; Corn, 14 
; Velvet beans, 8 yarieties; 
7 varictics,. There are also 
seven other miscellancous varieties. 

It is always considared rather risky 
by experiment station workers to make 
any report upon the first results ob- 
tained in any experiment and it is par- 
ticularly unsafe to draw conclusions 
from the behavior of plants on Ever- 
glades soil fora few months’ time, and 
the authorities of the Florida Experi- 
ment Station would not think, at the 
preseyt time, of basing ‘any recommen- 
dations to Everglades farmers con- 
cerning grasses upon what has occur- 
red during the past few months at the 
Everglades station. At the same time. 
the readers of The Everglades News 
will undoubtedly be interested in know- 
ing that, up to the present, the follow. 
ing grasses haye made a very satis- 
factory growth on the Experiment sta- 
tion land at Belle Glade: Napier, 
Guinea; Merker, St. Lucie, Vasey, Dal- 
lis, Bahia, St. Augustine, Centipede, 
Molasses, Atlanta Bermuda, Cat-tail 
Millet and Echinochloa, Teosinthe has 
also shown up well. A number of 
other grasses and forage plants grew 
very unsatisfactory or made no growth 
at all under conditions existing but it 

not necessary to take up space in 
listing these. 

It was not possible to get land in 
shape for an extensive planting of fruit 
trees and small fruits at the station 
before the dry scason' came on, How- 
ever, small plantings were made of 
pecan, peach, plum, guava and tung- 
cil tree," As soon as conditions are 
favorable for planting and, as soon as 
the desired varieties, etc, can be ser 
cured, the tree planting will be supple- 
mented by plantings of several yari- 
cties of citrus and. avocado trees. 
Small bush fruits such, as blackberries, 
dewberries, ete, will be tested as soon 
as opportunity presents itself. 

A small nursery has been started at 
the station and in this ‘nurser¢ seeds, 
budding stock, eic. are being estab- 
lished as tapidly as possible. 

Several acres have been planted to 
a’ selected strain of corn the present 
season, the primary object of the coru 
planting being to test, as far as pos- 
sible, the uniformity of the soil over 
an area which it is expected wilf be 
plotted the coming winter for fertilizer 
experiments. Aside from this," how- 
ever, there i finite experiment 
with corn in which a part of the corn 
is planted: upon Jand- which ed 
shallow cultivation and the other part

The Everglades Experiment Station 
will not neglect sugar cane, as this ap- 
fears to be one of the most promising 
plants for a future staple crop in the 
Everglades section, The funds of, the 
Everglade station do not permit at 
this time óf entering into sugar cane 
culture Id scale. However, 
there hase been planted at the station 
a large number of new varieties 
sugar cane, hybrids produced.at the'U 
S. government station of the bureau of 
plant industry at~Canal Point. These 
are being tried out at the erglades 
"Station in a preliminary way im coop- 
eration with the efforts of the ed 
States Department of Agriculture to 
develop new and more valuable strains 
of Sugar cane than those ‘now in use. 

A very important piece of work at 
present under way, under the auspices 
of the Everglades static 
gation of livestock diseases in the 
erglades, being carried on by Dr. A. L, 
Shealy, professor of veterinary science 
in the University at Gainesville. Doc- 
tor Shealy is spending the months 
June, July and August in the 
glades, with headquarters at the 
glade Experiment Station. Doctor 
Shealy is an experienced | veterinarian’ 
and is very anxious to get in touch wi 
all livestock owners im the Everglades 
who have experienced or who. are now 
experiencing any sickness or troubles 
of any kind with their cattle, horses, 
mules or hogs.

Lis trying to do is to find out what live- 


stock troubles occur in the Everglade: 
and the Everglades residents can confer 
a favor upon themselves, as well as ap- 
‘on Doctor Shealy, by sending word to 
him at the Everglades station (which 
can be reached by Yelephone, being lo- 
cated on the Everglades telephone line 
from West-Palm Beach to Belle Glade, 
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Canal Point, etc. regarding any sick 
animals and also regarding any ani- 
mals which die, provided it is possible 
for Doctor Shealy to reach the carcass- 
es in time to make a postmortem ex- 
amination. In connection with his 
work, Doctor Shealy will, wherever 
possible, give free veterinare advice to 
the owners of sick animals, If the 


-,| the 


Everglades citizens will ‘actively coop- 
erate with Doctor Shealy, information 
should be secured during the present 
summer which will be of untold value 
in connection with the future livestock 
possibilities of the Everglades. 

The United States weather 
has recently designated the Everglades 

veriment Station as 
weather bhreau observing station and 
instruments have been installed for 
making continuous and daily-records of 
temperature, humidity and . rainfall, 
Other instruments for meteorological 
observations will be installed in the 
near future, as will also facilities for 
measuring the rate of soil subsidence, 
keeping records of height of water 
table in soil, etc.

Improvements contemplated for the 
near future at the Everglades station 
include extension of the experimental 
planting as fast as funds ard seasonal 
conditions per aslo the construction 
of field ditchts over about 30 acres of 
property; the installation of a Menge 
pump with a capacity of 300,000 gallons 
for use in protecting the experimental 
area from high water or facilitating 
drainage, as the case may be, and the 
construction of roads to various parts 
of the property x 

The first general line of activity 
which the station contemplates is that 
of finding out what crops and useful 
trees or plants will grow and thrive un- 
der the conditions existing at the Ev- 
erglades station. "The second line of 

nvestigation will undoubtedly be stud- 
ies and experiments to answer some of 
the questions 6f soil management and, 
particylarly, to determine what treat- 
ment is needed both as to cultivation 
and application of fertilizer other 
materials to the soil in order to .in- 

asé and insure its productivity. 

The third line of investigation will 
probably be that of soil conservation 
and this, it may be-remarked, is, all 
things considered, far and away 
most important agricultural problem of 
the Everglades. Closely linked. with 
this be investigations in connec- 
tion with irrigation and drainage prob- 
lems. 

Present appropriations for the Ev- 
erglades Experiment Stdtion do not 
permit of all these, lines of work being

mentionéd in order that the citizens of 
verglades may understand in 
general way what the state authorities 
and the Board of Control are endeavor- 
ing to do-and what they are planning 
to do at this station.

I told Mr. Luning that while I rep- 
resented nobody I was the bearer of 
a revised plat of fractional section 13, 
endorsed, with sign-mariual and vote- 
mark by fifteen out of the eighteen 
claim-holders, I told him also that in 
a similar yoting way, fourteen claim- 
holders had signified thejr desite to 
get warranty deeds in exchange for 
payments on allotted homésites and 
@arden tracts as 56on as the state of 
Florida would grant them the oppor- 
tility to get these on the terms set 
by the trustees of the internal improve- 
ment fund at the beginning of the year 
1923; that two claim-holders desired 
delay and two are neutral. On Friday 
morning, June 13th, Mr. Luning went 
with me over to the office of Chief 
Drainage Engineer Fred C. Elliot, The 
1923 plat of fractional section 13 and 
the revised, sketch-plat which my 
neighbors and I proposed were. then 
spread.out before Mr, Elliot, ‘Mr. 
Luning stated as his opinion that the 
revised. plat is preferable to the earli- 
er one on which the revised ‘plat is 
based. This opinion was at once fully 
upheld by Mr. Elliot, Then with the 
dispatch which distinguishes the able

Upon Mr. Luniüg's invitation I ac- 
companied him to the headquarters 
sanctum and was introduced to thc 
governor of Florida,.

Mr. Luning drew thé board's atten- 
tion"to the strip of land between “the 
county road arid the lake and. brought 
wp the question as to whether that 
strip should also be sold. I said that 
I had a letter from the commissioner 
of agriculture (dated May 12, 1921) 
in which the statement was made that 
the land between the county road and 
|the lake would nof be sold to anyon 
|but that it would remain state prop- 
erty for public "use. 

I shid that we-would not fst even 
ourselves to have title -to the land 
between the road and the lake for 
someone might then build on it, and 
thus injure the’amenity of the lake 
front and spoil the whole neighborhood 
both for ourselves and for the public. 
We desired to see the lake front ‘strip 
of land continue) in’ the ownership "by 
the state of Florida, but under ‘the 
police control and guardianship by the 
town of Pahokee for park purposes. 

The attgruey-general here reminded 
the board that in such matter the board 
could not make'any promises, such as 
refusal to sell, which a future board 
might not ignore. I replied that we

the power to falfill. 

In regard to terms on the prices set 
in February, 1923, asked if a. lower 
rate of interest than eight per cent was 
allowable. Mr. Luning pointed out 
that eight per cent fs the established 
and only rate of interest on all indebt- 
edness foe land titles issued by the 
‘state of Florida. 

I asked if, in order to provide suf- 
ficient space for roads and canals 
along the section “lines, therë should 
be a reservation strip of land wider 
than that shown on the 1923 plat. One 
of the members of the board inquired 
if there are any roads or canals along 
the section lines^now. I answered that 
there are no roads there but that the 
farmers: themselves kept ug coopera- 
tively a ditch along the south section 
line and that the Pahokce | Drainage 
District had let a contract to “ con- 
tractor to make canals, one of which is 
expected to be located along the south 
section line. The fifteen-íoot reserva; 
tion north of the south sectien line as 
shown in the 1923 blue print was allow- 
ed to'stand and no increase in the 
width of that reservation was consider- 
ed advisable. 

I asked if the state surveyor would 
make a new survey of the muck tracts 
and set in the stakes at their south 
corners, The state treasurer answered 
that it is necessary to take note only 
that the totals in lineal ‘fect and in 
acres in the changed part of the amend- 
ed plat are equal to the corresponding 
totals in the 1923 plat. This calcula- 
tion can be made at. any time on paper 
in the office and docs not involve any 
surveying in the field. Charts.of the 
amended survey would be furnished to 
all buyers of the land, and. the buyers: 
themselves, with these charts in hand, 
could then readily locate the south 
corners of their muck-tracts ,and the 
buyers themselves could put in the 
stakes. needed in these south, corners 
near the south section line of fractional 
section 13, 

On motion made by the state treas- 
arer, Mr. Luning, the trustees of the 
Internal Improvement Fund then un- 
animously agreed to sell the land in 
fractional section 13 to the claim-hold- 
ers whose claims are found to be valid 
upon investigation and approval by A.

A PARK AT PAHOKEE

The cost and efficiency of farm labor 
ip the south as compared with the 
north is talked about a good deal in 
the Everglades becaüse some of the 
residents are from the north and some 
from the south and some are. employ-" 
ers and some are employes. The man 
who is an employe at óne season, ma; 
be as a carpenter, is a farmer and an 
employer at another scason; thus all 
points of view are hand, some igno- 
rant and prejudiced and some inform- 
ed and fair. t€ 

At Moore Haven a few days ago I 
talked on'this subject. with a Wiscon- 
sin man, who as a potato grower, is 
having his first experiences in the Ey- 
erglades. 

"The number ‘of hands employed the 
year round on our Wisconsin farny is 
about 40, and we pay $50 a month and. 
board and room, which we estimate as 
making a cost of about $85 to $90 a 
month, the. Wisconsin mah said. 
“Here we pay $2.50 a day for colored 
leborers to dig potatoes, and we get 
about half the work out of them that 
pé do out of the white men in Wise 
consin. The negro laborers are stupid 
as a rule and don't seem fo know 
what to do—you kave to show them 
and keep after them; they don't use 
their heads and plan their work.” On 
the basis of this the Wisconsin man 
concluded that his labor costs were 
twice as great in.Florida as in Wis- 
consin. 


It doesn't seem to me to be a fair 
comparison or a' fair conclusion on his 
own statement, On the one hand, in 
Wisconsin, he has conditions and a 
system which enable him to employ 
about. the same size crew the year- 
round; this gives the laborers surety 
of employment with no dead time, and 
warrants them in planning to stay with | 
the same boss, and it enables the boss 
to select his men and train them. On 
the other hand, in Korida, he goes in- 
to the labor market when the demand 
for labor is at the highest, point and 
when employers. are. competing for 
men; he has no chance to select. the 
men who are experienced, because he 
has to take what he can get. He: can- 
not guarantee any certain. number of 
days of work., To. get labor during the 
picking and packing season he must 
advance money for railroad fare or 
pay wages high enough to warrant the 
labor in paying his own fare to get in.
